Ither 
evidence shows that neighbors heard 
a terrible wrangle and flghtlng te- 
tween the women shortly before the 
murder.

a guide, neither ie likely to be thus 
dihposed; of. Instead there are pro- 
posals from time to time of provid- 
ing for a city 
planning 
cofmission 


with a view to laying of fine streets 
and lots suburban realty for normal 
and systematic urban 
development. 


No serious suggestion has been made 
for the extension of the city limits in 
recent years, and there is much un- 
developed residential property In the 
directions of natural and logical ur- 
ban derelopment which are already 
embraced within the city boundaries. 


In_,the judgment ofs some thought- 


ful ahd prescient people it would he 
\yise for the municipal government 
to inaugurate plans for a more sys- 
tematic development. 
The older or 
down-town section of the city was 
laid off many decades ago without 
regard for rectangular blocks, with, 
long wide avenues Intersected at re- 
gular distance intervals by streets at 
right angles to them. 
A number 


of such developments within the pre- 
sent confines of the city have been 
suggested in recent years, but no ac- 
tion has been taken looking to aiop- 
tion of these. 
Meanwhile the steady 


growth of the city in all directions 
suggests the. wisdom, of present city- 
planning for regular and systematice 
development. 
In the • downtown 
streets it has been 
suggested- that 


Spring street, for instance be opened 
from Ridge street up the ravine be-' 
tween Main and Grove Streets say to 
or bepond Chestnut place, which is 
but a continuation of Chestnut street, 
as it is known southward from Main- 
The- interval .between Main and Grove 
streets- is sufficient 
to warrant 
a 
street Between",, .those 
two, and' the 


matter-of topography might be much 
improved by running an ample cov- 
erea culvert 
from 
beyond eftereon 


down to Ridge, opposite the present 
terminus of Spring street. The name 
of the street might be changed. The 
opening of Chestnut street or Suther- 
lin avenije from their present ter- 
minit a.t Green Street southward as 
far as Paxton or on to Stokes has al- 
so been suggested* as feasible. 


In the -western section of the dtp 
the opening of Carolina avenue from 
its beginning at Virginia, westward to 
the Howeland 
Circle Improvement 
and a (similar extension of Watson 
street from its present terminus to 
the Howeland circle 
elevated tract 


has already begun. 
Watson • street 
has been paved from South Main to 
Virginia avenue and is one of the 
best paved streets in the city. It has 
been opened Avestward from "Virginia 
to College avenue and the sidewalks 
laid. 


One of the big possible anfi, some 
think, feasible improvement is the 
extension of Virginia avenue from its 
present terminus at the railway right 
of wap in front 
of the 
Sunnysicle 


Home over the railroad 
tracks by 
means of a wide concrete viaduct and 
thence southward to the Danvjlle Mi- 
litarp Institute tract at a point west- 
ward of the Institute barracks. 
An 


extension of this thoroughfare at its 
present -width from West Mai nto the 
railroad, with a parked center and 
paving would open to desirable resi- 
dential., developmlOTia large area. (- 


Still another suggestion which 
Is 


reported to be in contemplation fs th<j 
opening and 
grading and improve- 


ment of Montague street fro mits be- 
ginning at West Main where Mount 
Vernon avenue runs -westward, to a 
point southward to the Southern rail- 
way right of way. 
Since the Mar- 
shall street development ( one block 
•west of Montague), by Patton. Tem- 
ple and Williamson and its rapid De- 
velopment as a desirable residential 
quarter, a similar 
development of 


Montague street Is reported In Im- 
minent prospect. 


Besides all these projected exten- 
sions of streets southward of "West 
Main, the possibilities of development 
of the eligible ligh-lying area, north- 
ward of that street and extending to 
the heights above the river have -not 
yet been definitely considered. From 
JRandolph street westward to or al- 
most to BaJlou park are to be found 
grounds admirably adapted to hand- 
some suburban residences. This area 
includes the present 
Fair grounds 
tract, and on the westward lies a con- 
siderable area of rolling grounds for 
which the Waddill-Holland company 
have future development plans under 
consideration. 


As for extensions beyond the pre- 
sent city limits, not a tew buy and 
build beyond the corporate bounds in 
order to'getffhc benefit of the lower 
county- "iaiei.-^ Many such dcpelop- 
ments.";hoi*eyfcr. on all the suburbs 
militate against and retard any" im- 
portant urban extension. Danville has 
been growing inward for te nor fif- 
teen pears.

professional 


baseball occupies at tho present time 
in the athletic life 
of the 
United 


States is largely due to the stubborn 
fight waged by William A. Hulbert of 
Chicago, as an owner and executive 
and Albert G. Spalding of Chicago as 
a player and later as an owner. Both 
of thX«se men Mere ruthlessly savage 
in their attack upon gamblers, upon 
bef.iii?. and upon every source of 
petty dishonesty that was attached to 
baseball or had anything in common 
with it, and it was because of their 
backbone and their persistent refusal 
to- concede a point to players, even 
when the organization of professional 
baseball was threatened, that 
they 


eventually won the fight because they 
commanded respect for their stand 
and also conservative and substantial 
support. 
The National league, in its time, 


has been through many athletic wars 
but has survived all of them to cele- 
brate its fiftieth anniversary. It was 
never KO near .exhaustion as it was in 
ISS'J but even then the forceful pres- 
ence of Spaldingr assisted in bringing 
it through a period 
which 
nearly 


swallowed all its resources and left it 
impoverished and just a trifle strong- 
er than ih'e riyaJ which (had brought 
it soTt)w^"- =»--_:.;;;:, ^ 
The-league has comprise,* six clubs, 


eight "clubs., and^rvyelve clubs but its 
greatest success has been with eight 
cllubs." Of the cities which originally 
made up the circuit only two—Chi- 
cago 
and 
Boston—have 
remained 


throughout and of the men who start- 
ed the National League and who help- 
ed to make it famous, strong 
and 


powerful, there is not one in Its or- 
ganization. 
To the old time baseball critics al- 


most as d.uch credit must be given 
for building up the league, as to its 
backers, because these writers, who 
began wit hbaseball and who knew 
baseball, almost to a man were sturdy 
fighters against the crooks, against 
that kind of baseball that was dis- 
tasteful and against the lowering of 
the standard of the league- I>o force 
has done so much to make baseball 
what it is as the legitimate criticism 
of the press.
